The drawing objection is withdrawn in light of applicants remarks filed on 
11/26/2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 14-24 are allowed over the prior art. 

Independent claims 14, 16, and 20 are allowed. In regards to claim 14, prior art 
does not discloses a thermostat that is provided in a hole of a molding with a heat 
resistance attached to a base fixed to a bracket of a starting motor so as to contact a 
brush. In regards to claim 16, prior art does not disclose a flat sheet with a high thermal 
conduction property provided between a brush and a thermostat. In regards to claim 20, 
prior art does not disclose an inclined face that is formed on one face of a brush 
contacting a spring, so as to apply an elastic force of a spring also on a thermostat side.
